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The  present  bibliography  contains  nearly  l50  selected 
references  on  Policy  on  Quality  of  H\im£Ji  Population  published 
chiefly  during  19U0-1973,  including  many  from  the  folloidng 
areas:      (1)  policy  on  quality  in  general,    (2)  intelligence, 
(3)  ethnic  and  racial  restrictions,    (U)  marriage  laws  including 
medical   and  health  requirements,   (^)  laws  on  sterilization, 
(6)  educational  aspects,   and  (7)  differential  fertility  and 
population  quality.     The  references  listed  in  tlie  bibliography 
are  by  no  means  definitive  nor  are  they  meant  to  be,  but  they 
represent  many  of  the  old  and  current  publications  which  may 
be  used  as  guides  for  further  research. 

The  bibliography  is  divided  into  two  parts:     Part  One 
contains  the  listing  of  books  and  mono;5raphs  in  that  area 
and  Part  Two  is  a  listing  of  articles  appearing  in  the  related 
periodicals.     The  listings  are  arranged  by  the  author  in 
alphabetical  order.
